An Instructive address by Dr. Wil- 
Mom Johnstone, Professor of Poli- 


Cultural Relations at the Hongkong 
Hotel Roof Garden yesterday, Dr. 
Johnstone waa introduced. to the 
Rothering by Sir Shou-sorr Chow, 
President of the Institute.

Dr. Johnstone ‘sald that it seemed 
to. him that it did not need much 
to promote good relations between 
the Chinese und the Amerienns, be- 
tween whom there had nilways been 
n friendly understanding. He was 
placed in. a rather dimMfcult position 
in discussing Far Eastern rclations, 
in that nfter 15,000 miles of travel 
through Japan, Manchuria and China 
he found the more he studied the 
situation the more confused It. be- 
came, He felt that what wos ¢s- 
pectally needed for the promotion of 
good feeling between America’ and 
China was that the Chinese should 
understand. the problems which the 
United States. was facing, .inter-

Annexation of Philfppines 


The speaker related how towards 
the ‘end of the lost century the 
struggle over Cuba gave the United 
States possession of the Philippine 
Islands. , It was their desire to have 
no commercinl base in the Far Enst 
that primarily. motivated their tak- 
ing the Islands. When they hod ac- 
quired these Islands they felt they 
heeded no further possessions in this 
part of the world and ‘engaged, from 
1900-14, in a campaign = of invest~ 
ment in various parts of the world. 

During the period from 1014 to 
her entrance Into the War {n 1917, 
the United States was very little 
interested in Far Enstern: events. 

“We then attempted to enforce a 
neutrality ‘policy, which.most people 
recognise now us an impossible policy 
for any nation to follow in such cit- 
cumstances. ‘3 
“This policy did not make us a 
neutral nation, and: because Britain 
and France controlled the seas, ‘our 
trade was malnly with them, Tt Is 
notable that we made os many pro- 
tests to Britain and France against 
the seizure of our ships as we mode 
to Germany. The real. difference 
was that the British selzed only 
material supplies, whereas the Ger-) 
.mans were, of necessity, _compelicd 
to sink American ‘ships, resulting In 
the loss of many’ lives. |

The sixty-one-yenr-old vicar and 
-his wife have been in Hollywood for

Bollywood Boulevard Mr, Jardine 
sald: — 

“Bigotry and persecution have 
followed us across sca and Jand 6,000 
.miles, and after two years this per- 
secution seems to be getting keener. 

“My wife and'I don't know where 
sto turn, but we are fighting on.” 

After months during which he 
tried in vain to obtain no pulpit, 
he rented Laos Palmas, a little

It would bo interesting to know tho 
tho groas loss the Colony has sustained 
by to-duy's storm. 


About seven o'clock tho Harbour was 
quite stormy, tho sca brenking ovor the 
Praya wall, smashing a fow junks and 
boats, and causing the hoat of snmpans 
to sock shelter in tho bonds of tho wall. 
Thers wore nenrly fifty steamers and 
sailing ships in the Harbour. apart, 
from tho men-of-war ond the junks, 
and on none was any work dono for 
many an hour; overything waa ot a 
standstill, the flooded strects desorted, 
except for solitary ricksha and chair 
cooliea—nothing but shests of rain. 
Towards clevgn o'clock Queen's Rond 
becamo+ impassable; no-ono could walk 
over to the Club or tho Barracks, the 
huge drains became surcharged, and 
every small Inno to tho Prayn was trans- 
formed Jnto' a channel washed by 
rushing yellow water. Tho Harbour it- 
self wos almost full of {fresh water, 
charged ‘with an immense amount of 
mud, and when visible looked os though 
It wore the Nilo at tho flood. After a 
whilo tho thunder ceased, the wind 
changed to a calm, and tho clouds ronc, 
but about three the clouds fell again,

OBITUARY 


Old And Respected 
_ Resident Dies 


The death occurred yesterday of 
Mr. Henry Alexander Allen, one of 
the oldest and most respected re- 
sidents of the Colony, at the age of 
67 years. Death was duc to heart 
failure. Mr. Allen had not been in 
the best of health-in recent months, 
and though his death was not un- 
expected, ‘its suddenness came o3 o 
shock to his family and many. friends, 


Mr, Allen was born on June 7, 
1872, in Trinidad, British West Indics 
nnd came to Hongkong as a child 
with his parents, brothers and a 
sister, in 1874, He recelved his pre- 
Hminary education ‘at St. Paul's 
College and the * Garrison School, 
and later at the Government Central 
School. : 


On leaving school he joined the 
Sotith China.Morning Post, Ltd., after 
a brief period, in other employment, 
and later joined.the staff of the 
Hongkong and Shanghai Hotels, 
Ltd., where he remained for about 
30 yenrs. He joined the Gloucester 
Hotel shortly after it opened in 1932, 
but retired in 1936, 


Mr. Allen was an old and energetle 
member of the old St. Peter’s Church, 


6.2] West Point, being a member of the 


Church Council and holding the 
position of Hon, Treasurer for many 
years, Before this, hc was a mem~— 
ber of the congregation of St. John’s 
Cathedral, and was one of Its oldest 
members, for he first attended the 
Cathedral in 1877. 


He did not take an actlve part in 
many sports, though he was an all- 
the-year-round swimmer and, until 
(Iness forced him to give up this 
sport, he took a swim every day, 
and occasionally dived off a ten-foot- 
high springboard. This feat, for a 
man of his age and build—he weighed 
nbout 180 Ibs. was unusual and pro- 
vided amusement for Mr. Allen no 
less thon for a crowd of brothers 
who slways gathered to watch the 
considerable splash which resulted. 
He was a life member of the Chinese 
Bathing Club, North Point. 


In his younger days Mr. Allen had 
a-fondness-for—hiking, -and--together. 
with many of his friends+ (he also’ 
loved to take school-boys), took long 
walks Jn the country and ‘hills, many 
times climbing to the top of Lion 
Rock and The Peaic. 


Growing up in the Colony since 
childhood, he saw many changes in 
the development of the clty and its 
suburbs. He saw the completion of 
the old Praya reclamation, on which 
Stntue—Square,-the-Supreme._Court. 
and other largo buildings lining the 
waterfront have been erected. 

The late Mr. Allen was one of the 
fortunate people who narrowly 
escaped the Race Course disaster of 
1918, when the matshed stands 
caught fire and, spreading 
took a dreadful toll of lives. He had 
just left the Course and was in his 
home at Morrison Hill Road, when 
the alarm was given, The heart- 
rending scenes were always fresh in 
his memory, and he often recalled 
the catastrophe. : 

Mr. Allen's courteous and obliging 
manner had won him very many 
friends and no enemies; and his ever- 
ready help offered to those less fore 
tunate than himself ‘though ho was 
not n man of wealth, had brought 
him widespread respect.
